FREDERICK D. GARDNER. OF M ISSOURI 


Takes His Seat as Governor and 
Will Be Holding Only Elective 
Office for Which He Was 
Ever a Candidate. 


TOO MUCH UNAMERICANISM. 


T h e exhibition made by H enry Cabot Lodge, of M assachusetts, in 
the U nited States senate this last week in opposing the endorsement 
of President W ilson’s peace note is anything but edifying to genuine 
Americans. 
In his argum ents against the endorsement the M assachusetts sena­ 
to r m akes no concealment of his ardent sym pathy with the entente 
pow ers and bitter prejudice against the Teutons, 
Indeed, he admitted 
it with gusto and flatly stated that the reason he objected to the presi­ 
d e n t’s action was because it has the approval of the German ambassador. 
H e offered no other reason and advanced no other argum ent for the 
stan d taken. 
Peace has no charm s for him so long as there are indica­ 
tions that the Germ ans are anxious for it. 
In bittern ess of expression he w ent further than I he allies them ­ 
selves in denouncing tin* central powers, for they have taken a far more 
reasonable position than does he. 
They do not object to peace just 
because th eir foes desire it, but only demand a statenint of term s pro­ 
posed before consenting to enter into negotiations. 
L odg e’s son-in-law, R epresentative Gardner, also from the Bay 
state, is just as rabid as the senator. 
The other day he cam e out with 
a statem en t that he would fight hi 
Mann, because, forsooth, Mr. Mann had voiced approval of the presi­ 
d e n t’s action in the cause of humanity. 
“ It shows sympathy for Ger­ 
m any,” shouted Gardner, “and he s h a n ’t be speaker with my consent, 
p a rty or no party.” 
R egardless of how any of us feel tow ards the belligerents, there isn’t 
any true American but that will utterly condemn the position Taken by 
these two men. 
No action of congress should be governed or even 
influenced by the private sympathies of individual senators or repre­ 
sentatives as to the European war. 
They are entitled to their view­ 
points, of course, but they should not be perm itted to have the slightest 
influence in determ ining their actions tow ard any policy, internal or 
external, of this country. 
The best interests of this government should 
only be in their thoughts when they exercise their prerogatives as rep­ 
resentatives of their people and it very closely approaches treason for 
them to act otherwise. 
Sym pathizers of both sides have been guilty of this and it is time 
for it to stop. 
The idea that the chief executive of this nation should 
not receive the approval of congress for a great neutral act and one 
th a t m a y result in ending the most cruel and destructive w ar of all 
time, because that act was taken at a time more propitious for one than 
for a n o th e r of the w arring powers, is appalling. 
And so, too, is the 
thought th a t the speakership of the house of representatives of the 
United States of America shall bo decided by the attitude of senators 
and representatives toward either of 1he two sides of a foreign war. 
It is not Americanism and should not be permitted if there is any 
w ay by which it can be prevented. 
A nyw ay if there is no legal procedure by which such men can be 
deprived of voice and vote in the nation’s legislative halls, at least there 
should be such a protest from all over the country t hat they would be 
asham ed to make their appearance in public. 
It is lime th a t we all should realize that this is America, and that 
public servants as well as the rank and file of the people should have 
no other national gods or bow before them.
